Mars-Gazing Balloons Come 
To Earth in Rural Tennessee 


Hope Instrument Package Will 


Determine if Planet Has Life 


PULASKI, Tenn. (AP) - (Jiant 


tandem balloons, which carried a 
36-inch telescope on a Mars-gaz- 
ing mission 15 miles above the 
earth, landed along a fince row 
10 miles north of Pulaski today. 


Among other things, scientists 


hoped the instrument p a c k a g e 
would record data that will help 
determine whether life, as we 
know it, exists on the "red plan- 
et. 


Sheriffs officers said a team of 


scientists and guards would come 
from Huntsville, Ala., to the 
landing site along U.S. 31. Mean- 
while, deputies weie guarding the 
balloons. 


Just Guard Them 


"We don't know the condition 


of the instruments," said Asst. 
Police Chief Smith Lewg. "Hunts^ 
ville told us just to guard them." 


The rig consists of a launch bal- 


loon, a main balloon and a gon- 
dola, linked together vertically. 
The launch balloon, 75 feet in di- 
ameter when fuly inflated, is on 
top. and the main balloon, 230 feet 
in diameter, in the middle. The 
gondola contains the telescope 
and instruments. It is 600 feet 
from the top of the launch balloon 
to the bottom of the gondola.

A framed photo album t h a t 


hangs on the wall of your room 
would be an unusual novelty for 
you to make. Figure 1 shows the 
album, dosed and hanging at eye 
level so it will be easy to look 
at the pictures when the cover 
is unfastened and opened as in 
Figure 2. 


Select an old picture frame that 


is big enough to accomodate your 
album. Because most albums are

This may be made of leather 
glued to the back cover of the 
album, with one part of the snap 
button on the flap and the other 
part glued to the front cover of 
the album. Another way to keep 
the album closed is to sew a 
button to the front cover and at- 
tach a loop of elastic cord to 
the back cover.

Bishop Herbert Welch in his one hundred and first 


year has had the privilege and reward few men ever 
know, of serving his fellowman in many ways, in many 
places for nearly a century. When asked to give an 
incident of a power of faith in his life, he said, "Faith 


. is a process rather than an event. It is diffused over 


a large surface rather than constricted at one point." 
He has lived that faith. 


Like John Wesley, Methodist Bishop Welch has 


made the world his parish. He first served in churches 
in New York and Connecticut. He then became Presi- 


: dent of Ohio Wesleyan University in 1905 and for 
. eleven years guided the spiritual and scholastic lives 


of the students of that school. As bishop, he spent 


; many years in the Orient, serving in Korea, then 


Japan and China. 


He retired three times. First in 1936, but he was 


called back to fill the vacancy of bishop of the Boston 
area. In 1939 he retired the second time, but in 1940 
he returned to an active life for eight years to serve 
as chairman of the Methodist Committee for Overseas 
Relief. In 1948 he retired for the third time, but a 
man who has given God's faith through himself to so 
many for so long is not apt to stop giving.

Lawrence Series 
Beaux Arts Trio in 
Stunning Performance

The Beaux Arts Trio of New 


York, in Thursday night's Law- 
rence Chamber Music Series pro- 
gram at Harper Hall, rang up 
a stunning success with its florid 
treatment of music by Mozart, 
Beethoven and Ravel 


Playing to a sold-out house, the 


trio of Menahem Pressler, piano, 
Daniel GuiJet, violin, and Bernard 
Greenhouse, cello, gave a highly 
animated, stylized performance in 
-the best tradition of their great 
• predecessors, Thibaud, Casals and 
Cortot. 


The Beaux Arts combined fluid 


lines, penetrating tone, b r o a d 
dramatic response, and racy ap- 
lomb to keep their audience in 
seats - edge spirits all evening. 
Without question, their kind of 
performance will be etched in 
.listeners' memories for a long 
'while to come, presenting a pro- 
vocative starting point for judg- 
ing 'future trio playing. 


Ravel Stunning 


The pinnacle of their playing 


last night was in Ravel's "Trio 
in A minor." a trail-blazing opus 
of classic texture and tonality that 
is guaranteed to raise the neck 
hackles of even the uninitiated 
listener. 


Its heaps of sonorities burst in 


flashy abundance, while splended 
-Gothic lines were laid out in the 
most tasteful presentation of this 
program. 


With two superb Stradivarius 


instruments and the flexibility of 
Pressler's pianism, the passionate 
color of Ravel came through bril- 
liantly. In terms of ensemble per- 
formance theirs succeeded unequi- 
vocally; it was of the highest 
rank. 


Pressler played with smashing 


dynamic contrasts. His impish 
bob-and-weave style gets the job 
done, despite whatever else it ac- 
complishes. It is remarkably ef- 
ficient and clean. 


As a pace-setter, violinist Gui- 


Jet elicits both his compatriots' 
careful attention with a profes- 
sional aura born of long, long 


yean of such employment. The 
former NBC Symphony Concert- 
master is the dramatic spokesman 
for the group, and it is clear that 
their style is his style. 


Accoladei Go 


But to Bernard Greenhouse 


above all, go our accolades, for 
his workmanship, sensitiv i t y 
poise, and tone. His cello anchor- 
ed this ensemble in a bedrock ol 
musicality like one seldom sees 
His pitch sense was unerring, the 
tone clean and resonant, and the 
response to interpretation mira- 
culously Quid. 


Their whole performance, grow- 


ing out of this quality quilt ol 
artistic personalities, was as rich- 
ly colored as its components. 


Beginning with the Mozart 


"Trio No. 2 in B flat major, 
K. 502." they matched clarity with 
ensemble-blend, vigor with re- 
straint. Sometimes their search 
for the dramatic brought them 
loss of pace, but evei then, rare- 
ly, loss of interest ' 


In Beethoven's "Trio in B flat 


major. Op. 97," the "Archduke* 
trio, they found a work more 
worthy of broad performance, and 
pulled it off strongly. Their en 
semble playing here was equally 
as sound as in the preceding 
Ravel. 


After many bows, they respond- 


ed with two tingling encores, the 
whirlwind "Scherzo" from Men- 
delsohn's "Trio. Op 49," and a 
suave Dvorak "Andante" from 
his "Dumky" Trio.

Raising the Debf Limit 


HOUM Republicans led by Rep. John 


W, Brynes and with lorat help by con- 
•ervative Southern Democrats may have 
found a method of forcing the Kennedy 
Administration to cut back on spending. 
They may try to force the Administration 
to live under a $305 billion debt ceiling 
during April and May and then cut back 
drastically on a planned big burst of gov- 
ernment spending in June. 


Last summer when President Kennedy 


requested a $308 billion ceiling for fiscal 
1963, Congress enacted a compromise by 
Chairman Mills of the House Ways and 
Means Committee calling for such a ceiling 
for only nine months, then an automatic 
reduction to 8305 billion during April and 
May and a further reduction to $300 billion 
on June 25. 


Now President Kennedy has requested 


that the $308 billion ceiling be extended 
until the end of the fiscal year, and an- 
other request for a $12 billion boost lingers 
in the background to finance the Presi- 
dent's tax cut and diverse spending pro- 
posals. 


The Ways and Means Committee is 


likely to approve the present request, but 
the vote when it reaches the House floor 
could be close. Even if they lose, oppo- 
nents of a debt increase will show enough 
strength to threaten the later request for 
another big boost. 


When Treasury Secretary Dillon testi- 


fied before the committee this week 
Brynes made it clear he wants the Admin- 
istration to use the next few months to 
chop away at the proposed June burst of 
spending. "Maybe our predicament in June 
won't be so severe if we take some action 
now," 
he told Dillon. 


Chairman Mills rarely says anything at 


public hearings, but he expressed interest 
in Byrnes' position. He said the Repub- 
lican leader was trying to find out whether 
it is "absolutely essential" to have a $308 
billion ceiling in order to get through June. 


Trying to stem the spending profliga- 


cies of the Kennedy regime in all the areas 
of new spending it is seeking, is like the 
boy trying to plug the holes in the dike. 
But the Republican minority may have 
found a useful tool to accomplish the same 
end by resisting increase in the debt 
ceiling. 


How Nof f o Gef Something 


The Council of Citizens for Educational 


Freedom has been growing in Wisconsin 
as more parents of youngsters attending 
parochial schools become concerned about 
the rising costs and the threats thereby to 
high educational standards in the private 
schools. Unfortunately for any practical 
approach to the problem, which would cer- 
tainly involve a change in Wisconsin stat- 
utes, some of the leaders of the CEF serve 
to kindle antagonism rather than to win 
converts. 


The CEF aims at some sort of help from 


the state in the matter of financing private 
schools that will not conflict with the 
traditional separation of church and state. 
Specifically it wants a change in Wiscon- 
sin's constitution to make free bus rides 
for parochial children permissible, a de- 
duction on the state income tax for chil- 
dren attending private schools, and a plan 
to equalize tuition grants for students at- 
tending private colleges. The stated aims 
have validity particularly if one believes, 
as we do, that education is primarily a 
parental responsibility and only delegated 
to the state. 


But last summer a CEF leader speaking 


in Green Bay mentioned that the tax de- 
duction should come because communities 
receive state aid in relation to the number 
of school age children no matter where 
they go to school. This is not true. State 
aids, except a small sum for libraries, are 
paid according to the average daily at- 
tendance only in the public schools. Ob- 
viously any other payment would long ago 


• have been protested since communities 
with a high percentage of parochial school 
children would have been rolling in wealth. 


Recently at Appleton, the state presi- 


dent of CEF, Warren O'Connor, made the 
same old lame charge that the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction is "hostile" 
to private school children. "Next year we 


will ask you to help elect a superintendent 
of public instruction who is friendly to 
independent school children," he said. 


This same sort of complaint was made 


against George Watson when he was super- 
intendent because he insisted that nuns 
could no longer teach in public schools in 
Askeaton and New Franken because they 
were breaking the law by giving religious 
instruction. Presumably O'Connor is an- 
noyed at Angus Rothwell because he re- 
quired the public school buses in Chilton 
to stop carrying parochial children. He was 
carrying out the interpretation of the con- 
stitution by John Reynolds, a Catholic, as 
Attorney General. Protests that state 
superintendents are hostile to parochial 
schools because they carry out their legal 
requirements merely serve to make the 
spokesmen indicate their own prejudice. 


As we have expressed before, we have 


a growing sympathy for the parents of 
children attending parochial schools since 
we feel that more than one school system 
is to the advantage of both private and 
public school children. But claiming that 
otherwise schools will be "a monolithic 
education system run by professional 
bureaucrats, professional educators and 
professional administrators" is a misstate- 
ment of fact and no way to get help in 
changing the laws. There are a consider- 
able number of parents of public school 
students equally concerned about stand- 
ards as well as costs of education. School 
boards who appoint administrators and 
hire teachers are non-professionals in the 
educational field in general and of a vari- 
ety of religions and backgrounds. 


A more equitable system of dealing 


with parochial education will not come 
from misstatements or e x a g g e r a t e d 
charges. There has been enough heat with- 
out illumination on the subject and such 
charges weaken the case—and the chances 
—of the parochial school parents. 


Lunches Are Part of Education 


Some of the conflict over foreign aid 


has been about its purpose. Is it supposed 
to be used as an agency of our foreign 
policy to serve immediate ends or does it 
have wider humanitarian purposes? The 
two may not be necessarily separate. 


For the last nine years the United 


States has been sending surplus food to 
Latin American countries for a free school 
lunch program. Cheese, beans, powdered 
milk, flour and cornmeal help to give more 
than eight million Latin American children 
at least one square meal a day. Another 
five million pregnant women and small 
babies also get free food. 


One of the major results has been a 


resounding increase in school attendance. 
Absentees have been cut in Bolivia from 


38 per cent to 2 per cent and Peru has 
doubled the average daily attendance at 
public schools. Children in Brazil gained 
an average of five pounds in three months. 


The program is growing. At present 


about 25 per cent of school children get 
the lunches: by the end of 1963 the num- 
ber will have risen to a third. As long as 
the surplus food is available, the program 
seems to be worth the cost for humanitar- 
ian reasons. Many mothers send their 
children to school for the main purpose of 
having lunch. And since more and more 
youngsters will be getting some rudiments 
of education, the advantages in future na- 
tional stability and economic growth are 
hard to reckon.

Why Winter Was Colder; Jet 
Stream Bent Further North

This winter the weather really 


HAS been something to talk 
about. 


The mercury has spent the 


season sliding up and down the 
thermometer, a chilled red blob 
at the bottom of the tube one 
day and bubbling towards the 
top the next Why? 


The weather bureau blames it 


on that element of nature that 
sounds as if it had been named 
by an airline publicity depart- 
ment, the jet stream. 


The jet s t r e a m, the bureau 


reasons, has been pushed fur- 
ther north than usual which has 
made it colder when it finally 
bent south over the North Amer- 
ican land mass. 


Air has always been coming 


down from the polar areas but 
the further north it goes the 
colder it gets. This season the 
jet stream moving northeast up 
the Pacific has been pushed 
even further north than usual by 
a persistent high pressure area 
lying almost motionless off the 
west coast. 


The warm Pacific air has been

shouldered into Alaska by this 
high. In ;ura the colder Alaskan 
air has been displaced to the 
north where it got even colder 
before turning south. That's why 
on some days this winter it 
was colder — much — in Phoe- 
nix, Ariz, than in Anchorage, 
Alaska. 


Moving out over the Atlantic 


the dulling air ran into another 
high south of Greenland, was 
deflected northward again be- 
fore descending with gales, snow 
and record cold on a chattering 
Europe. 


Yet just when things appear- 


ed to be congealed for good, a 
dose of warmer air would break 
through. Thus Sioux City Iowa 
enjoyed a balmy 64 degrees last 
Dec. 10 — a late season record 
— at the same time Muskegon, 
Mich, was engulfed by 13 inches 
of snow, a 24-hour record fall 


In w e s t e r n Kansas things 


went from the frigid to the 
sublime in only four days. The 
temperature was 9 below zero in 
the area Jan. 27. On Feb. 1 
Dodge City had a tropical 86, 
a record for the month there.

It w a n t s a constitutional 


amendment that would provide 
some nomination machinery for 
the guidance of the governor in 
the selection of judges, and sub- 
sequent elections in a bob-tailed 
fashion. Such judges originally 
appointed would be required to 
submit their records for popular 
inspection, but without actually 
running against another candi- 
date. If they were rejected by 
the people running on an un- 
opposed ballot, they would be 
retired and the governor would 
make another appointment un- 
der the same conditions. 


The heart of this campaign is

CURRENT CAMPAIGN 


Critics of the Judicial selec- 


tion process by popular ballot 
will cite the current contest for 
a seat on the state supreme 
court as validation of their 
doubts about the wisdom of the 
election system. 


Several of the candidates are 


obviously of dubious qualifica- 
tions. A couple of them, it may 
be fairly supposed, are entered 
only for such publicity dividends 
as might result from the listing 
of their names in the newspa- 
pers and such benefit that build- 
up may have in other phases of 
their careers, or professional 
activities. 


There have been many other 


instances of p o o r l y qualified 
men running for court offices. 
Yet the current campaign may 
very well provide an effective 
refutation of the skeptics of the 
popular judgment. It is perfect. 
ly clear who is going to win, or 
at the least, who is the over- 
whelming favorite. He will be 
the man accounted by most 
lawyers and jurists as the out- 
standing candidate through ex- 
perience and ability. 


But even if the people should 


err, is that sufficient reason for 
scuttling an essential part of the 
democratic political machinery? 


The people have sometimes 


elected men to the governor- 
ship and to other high offices 
who in the opinion of t h e s e 
critics might have been inferior 
to other candidates rejected. But 
the right to vote foolishly is in- 
herent in the right to vote. 


The lawyers who are so wor- 


ried and dubious about the ability 
of the people to choose judges 
run the risk of betraying their 
feeling that the courts belong to 
the lawyers, rather than to the 
public. They run the risk also of 
being asked why they don't par- 
ticipate more actively in judicial 
elections on behalf of the quali- 
fied and the superior men. If 
lawyers regularly advised their 
clients about the qualities of 
men running for judgeships, 
they would not have any cause 
to w o r r y about electoral mis- 
takes and to tamper with the 
election machinery. 


But the goal of removing judi- 


cial selection from popular con* 
trol is not likely to be gained. 
There is no slightest sign that 
the present legislature will en- 
act such an affront to the idea 
ot self-government.
